duly  presented  at  the  meeting  on  June  9,  1892.  She  was 
aided  in  her  labors  by  a  Micmac  Indian,  as  well  as  by  the 
published  works  of  Mr.  Gesner  and  Dr.  Rand.  It  is  now 
printed  at  the  expense  of  a  gentleman  of  Cambridge,  who 
is  interested  in  Indian  philology.

TiiK  consonants  are  sounded  as  in  English:  g  i.--  Iways  hard, 
as  in  yn,  ,'</,!,  and  o  exactly  like;  k ;  ch  as  in  ohiir, ..  ;  h  follow- 
ing a  vowel  in  the  same  syllable  (as  in  ahk)  is  a  soft  guttural, 
like  the  German  rh  in  Ich.  Tliere  is  no ./'  in  Micmac ;  when  at- 
tempting to  pronounce  Frencdi  or  English  words  which  contain 
this  letter,  the  Indians  give  it  the  sound  of  />  or  />. 

The  vowels  are  sounded  thus:  a,  as  '\\\  fatlu-i- ;  S,  as  m  fute; 
a,  as  in  fitf;  a,  as  the  second  a  in  nhaff;  e,  as  in  me;  6  as  in 
imtt;  ei,  as  i  in  phu;;  I,  as  i  in  inu;  o,  as  in  no;  6  as  in  nof;  u,  as 
in  fiiite,  use;  tt,  as  in  tub;  oo,  as  in  fool,  wore;  66  as  in  7^)0//, 
wood;  ow,  as  in  mm.  When  any  vowel  is  doubled,  as  aa,  aa,  ee, 
o,  the  usual  sound  is  prolonged,  and  takes  the  accent,  but  the 
place  for  the  accent  is  the  peimlt.  'M  or  'N  at  the  beginning  of 
a  word  with  the  accent  marked,  is  sounded  without  a  vowel.
